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Local Governments Can Use a Lot of Reform 


"IT wottld be a very good thing if the present arguments over 
1 proposed changes in the Suprem Court would lead people to 
meditate on other branches of the American system of gov- 
ernment that could do with a little reform. 


It probably won't work out that way, because people are 


getting so emotional about the Supreme Court that every- 
thing- else is forgotten. One group seems to feel that our 
chief problems will be solved if the President's plan is adopted; 
the other, that they will be solved if it is defeated. No one has 
any time to look at humbler institutions. 


But in the long run it is probably far more important that 


we do something effective about our local governments than 
that we come to a final decision on the place the high court 
ought to occupy.

HE word "government" doesn't simply mean Washington. 
It means the 48 state capitals, the innumerable city halls of 


the country, the thousands of country courthouses, the infinite 
number of offices in which local boards, commissions, and 
supervisors do their work. If we want to clear the decks for 
a new era, we might well forget about Washington for a time 
and go to work on these less exalted places. 


For the obvious fact is that very, very few of these lesser 


divisions of government function without the most appalling 
waste, inefficiency, and confusion. And it is because of that 
fact that we are forever piling new jobs on the federal gov- 
ernment, at Washington, asking it to do the things that states 
and "cities should be doing for themselves. The matter of un- 
employment relief is a single example. 


.Nebraska recently gave us a helpful tip about state gov- 


ernments. By doing away with the traditional two-house leg- 
islature, Nebraska automatically eliminated much waste and 
expense and mande the processes of state government far more 
directly responsive to the will of the people than they ever are 
apt to be under the old system. 


; In the same way, such cities as Cincinnati and Milwau- 


kee have shown that it is possible to have city governments 
that work honestly, efficiently, and openly. Any city can fol- 
low suit, whenever its citizens grow tired of being fooled toy 
the bewhiskered devices of old-line politics. 


But where are we going to get an example of county 


reorganization ? It would be hard to imagine a more antiauat- 
ed or expensive unit of government than the county. There 
are thousands of such units where there should be hundreds, 
or scores: each one eats up the taxpayer's money with unfail- 
ing appetite, and most of them are the breeding grounds for 
patty politics of the most pordirl tyr»e. 


X X X 
IF WE could bring these state, city, and county branches of 


government up to date, rid them of lost motion, graft, and 


the runaway expenses that those two things breed, we would 
find thp.federal government immeasurably benefited. And the 
democratic process as a while would flow along much more 
smoothly.

Hollywood Hails New Convert, Famed 


Composer Oscar Straus! 


(No. 170) 


In Switzerland, in 1879, some parrots 


brought from Germany infected two 
brothers with the disease now called 
"parrot fever," or psittacosis. Primar- 
ily a bird disease, psittacosis may be 
contracted by human beings from par- 
rots or parrakeets, or even from ca- 
naries. 


Usually a person gets the disease 


from a sick bird, although it is possible 
even healthy birds may transmit it. 
On the other hand, it seems to be ex- 
ceedingly rare for one human being 
to catch this disease from another. 
Most of the deaths involve people over 
30 years of age because the disease, in 
younger people, is mild. 


The exact manner in which psitta- 


cosis is transmitted is not known, al- 
though there is evidence that people 
may get the disease after being bitten 
by a bird or, more frequently, after 
close contact such as occurs in mouth- 
to-mouth feeding of birds. 


It tapes from six to 15 day* after con- 


tact with the source of infection for 
the disease to develop in a human be- 
ing. Usually there is a chilly sensa- 
tion with fever and head ache and, 
shortly thereafter, a cough, indicating 
that the lungs are involved. There 
may also be loss of appetite, coating 


of the tongue, and other symptoms us- 
ually associated with infections. Wo- 
men are affected by this disease more 
frequently than men because the for- 
mer are more often concerned with the 
care of birds. 


Among the first cases noted in the 


United States were three that occurred 
in Boston in 1904. Since that time 
there have been epidemics in New 
York and California. The United States 
now prohibits importation of South 
American parrots and California has 
regulations controlling importation and 
exportation of love birds and parrots. 


There is just one way to avoid 


psittacosis, and that is to keep away 
from birds which may possibly have 
been infected. The condition usually 
is not suspected because of its unusual 
character and persons who have it may 
be treated as if they were infected 
with pneumonia, influenza, or typhoid 
fever. 


Several cases usually occur at one 


time in any community, however, and 
one case of parrot fever in a commun- 
ity leads to suspicion of others. 


In some instances the fluid taken 


from the blood of persons who have 
recovered from the disease seems to 
be especially useful in treating the 
serious symptoms. 


In birds the condition is often fatal,

This is perhaps a greater tribute to 


the cause of good-music-in-the-movies 
than it is to Herr Straus himself, be- 
cause he has worked in Hollywood 
twice before—in the days when iffusic 
was merely something that you Had to 
have in sound pictures, although no- 
body paid much attention to it. 


Herr Straus himself was famous long 


before there were movies of any sort. 
He is 67 years old now, a large man, 
though stooped from decades of hunch- 
ing over his writing. 


His greatest international .success, 


"The Waltz Dream," was composed in 
1907. 
The operetta by which America 


best knows him was "The Chocolate 
Soldier," produced in 1908. 


Naturally, he is proud of the appar- 


ent immortality of those two suc- 
cesses, but privately believes that a lot 
of his other stuff has been just as 
good. He has no idea how many com- 
plete scores and single melodies he 
has written. 


Right now "Land Without Music," 


with Richard Tauber and a Straus 
score, is running in London. And 
Herr Straus is going to miss the open- 
ing in Paris of his '"Three Waltzes," an 
operetta in which Yvonne Printemps 
has the lead. He likes "Three Waltzes" 
as well as anything he has ever done. 
The old maestro doesn't seem to be 
losing his grip. 


He is in Hollywood now on a con- 


tract with Producer Sol Lesser to 
write the background score and fea- 
tured songs for the next picture of 
young Mr. Bobby Breen. Most likely 
it will be titled "Make a Wish." 


It is unusual for a distinguished 


composer to write all the music for 
a film, but Straus says it's perfectly 
logical. "Without from one mind comes 
all tlie moosie, the mood is lost," is 
the way he says it. 


Wants to Stay 


Before signing the contract in Eu- 


rope, he saw the first Bobby Breen 
picture, "Rainbow on the River." But 
he never met the young singing prod- 
igy until the other day, at his formal 
Hollywood reception. 


Also present were Rudolph Friml, 


Cole Porter, George Gershwin, Irving 
Berlin, Jerome Kern, Sigmund Rom- 
berg, and lots of musical enthusiasts 
who wished to pay tribute to an im- 
portant new Hollywood convert. For 
Straus wants to remain here; he says 
"This is the place for composers to 
work who write for the public to en- 
joy." 


Naturally he knows everybody in 


the musical world from Paderewski to 
Stokowski, but he seems proudest of 
his friendship with Gershwin. 


Once he spent an entire night at 


Gershwin's apartment in New York, 
each playing for the other and trying 
to explain some tricks of their respec- 
tive trades. I asked whether anything 
came out of it. Straus said, "Only this 
—that we learned he could write bet- 
ter the foxtrot and I could write better 
the waltz." 


He's Versatile 


Although a Viennese and a Straus, 


the composer is not related to Johann 
or Richard Strauss. He doesn't write 
all waltzes .either. Sometimes the 
Spanish moosie, sometimes the French 
type. But never the American moosie. 
"They v/ould not have brought me 
here to write somesing which belter 
the Americans can do." said 
the 


maestro. 


He doesn't believe he ever heard 


killing from 50 to 95 per cent of infect- 
ed birds. When a parrot gets the dis- 
ease, it loses its appetite, has diarrhea, 
and dies in a few days. Then germs 
can be found in practically all of its 
organs. 


any swing music, but knows it's a form 
of jazz. He has no quarrel with jazz

The ponderous, gray, sigar-smoking 


composer works wherever he happens 
to be, and doesn't need a piano. "On 
the ship I had no piano, but I worked," 
he said.

He tries to keep office hours, though, 


as a matter of discipline. A writer is 
just plain lazy, Straus believes, who 
says he has to wait for inspiration to 
come to him. Straus goes after in- 
spiration, and works rapidly. All his 
best operettas were written in a few 
weeks each. He likes to have the 
story and song lyrics finished first; 
then he writes the tunes.

the bridge on United States highway 
No. 50, two miles west of here. 


The heavy machine careened crazi- 


ly, dug into the soft shoulder of the 
highway and rammed into the bridge 
abutment with errific force. Hurled 
on its side, the bus burst into flames 
when the gasoline tank smashed. 


"The survivors said the bus ap- 


peared to explode and then there was 
fire all over and all were caught in 
it," reported R. H. L. Logan of the 
Salem community hospital, where the 
injured were taken. 


"I can still hear my pals'xscreams 


of terror," Don' Flanery of Kansas 
City, a professional roller-skater, told 
the Chicago American over longdist- 
ance . telephone. "They were trapped 
in a 'regular mass of fire. The boys 
as well, the girls were hysterical and 
all fought like mad to get out."

Green Feed for Poultry 


Green feed for the poultry flock 


will have a place in the planting op- 
erations on Hcmpsteud county farms. 
The poultryman will be rewarded by 
increased egg production through the 
summer nntl winter, she points out. 


.Green feed improves the hntchability 


of eggs from breeding hens, nnd is 
essential in the production of vigorous, 
well developed pullets, according to 
S. A. Moor, extension poultryman, 
University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture. In addition to supply- 
ing .minerals and vitamins, green 
feeds play an important part in stim- 
ulating the appetite, an important fac- 
tor in .growing chicks, says Mr. Moore. 
Poultry of nil ages should be supplied 
with green feed of some kind. Green 
feed in almost any form is satisfactory 
for mature birds, but the growing 
pullets should be provided with ronge 
upon which green plants are growing. 


Green feed should be grown near the 


brooder house so that it is available 
as soon as. the chicks are old enough 
to' turn out doors. If rain or cold 
weather makes it necessary to keep 
the chicks confined, succulent greens 
may be cut and fed in the house. Suf- 
ficient acreage should be planted to 
provide ample green feed for the pul- 
lets throughout the growing season. 


Oats make ideal poultry 
pasture 


since they continue growth under 
heavy pasturage. Wheat or other small 
grains arc also suitable. Alfalfa, les- 
pedeza, or clover makes good poultry 
pasture and are also soil conserving, 
the poultryman points out. 


If it is impossible to provide green 


pastures for poultry, Mr. Moore recom- 
mends other green crops such as tur- 
nips, cabbage, or kale, which may be 
cut and fed in the poultry house. 


•Rearranging Kitchen 


Hundred of hours spent in (lie 


kitchen by Hempstead county home- 
makers could be spent with more prof- 
it and enjoyment if the kitchens were 
rearranged. 


A survey of 700 farm homes in Ar- 


kansas showed that these women spent 
25 hours each week in preparing and 
serving the meals, or about two times 
as many hours as were spent on any 
other house hold task, and twelve- 
times as many as those spent in care 
and training of the children, according 
to Mrs. Ida A. Fen ton, extension econ- 
omist in home management, Univer- 
sity of Arkansas College of Agricul- 
ture. 
Furniture and equipment in the 


kitchen can be grouped according to 
the work to be done. 


An important fatigue saving im- 


provement is accomplished by raising 
working surfaces to the proper height 
so that the worker may stand erect 
nnd lay the palms of the hands flat 
upon theUible top. The next stop 
should be grouping close to the stone 
and workable the equipment which 
is used in preparing, cooking and 
serving the meal. The foods, too, 
should be stored as near this prepara- 
tion center as possible. 


The utensils used in clearing away 


and washing up should be grouped to- 
gether, and here, too, may bo stored 
the dishes. 
Both of these centers should have

New English Crisis 
in Turbulent India 


World Policy at Stake as 


Powerful Leader As- 


sists Giifltuli

During thd last week of March and 


the first weeks of April, events vital 
io India's 350,000,000 people io other 
parts of thd British empire, and in- 
directly to all the world, are taking 
place in India. 


The fate of Britain's attempt to 


grant partial self-gdVerhment to Ihdln 
and thus allay a rising tide of discon- 
tent with British rule. Is bt>lng de- 
cided. 


The crisis resulted from the strang- 


est elections ever held— elections re- 
sembling a continental pageant, with 
chnrging elephants, hunger strikes, 
riots, murders, and cahdidutes "stump- 
ing" by plane, elephant, camel, motor- 
boat and bull en ft. 


Of India's swarming population, 33,- 


000.000 voters were electing repre- 
sentatives In provincial legislatures. 
Great masses of those qualified to 
vote being illiterate, colors Instead of 
riames represented the choice in many 
districts. All India boiled with ex- 
citement for weeks, 


Camlhl Pnrty Wins 


The Indian Congress party won a 


clear majority of 6 to 11 provinces, 
and won in three other provinces more 
seats than any other party. 


This is the party Of Gandhi, active- 


ly led. since the Mahatma's virtual 
retirement, 
by 
Pandit 
Jnwnhiirlul 


Nehru. 


It is the party which demands com- 


plete independence for India. Between 
Gandhi and Nehru, there are wide dif- 
ferences, but on independence all fac- 
tions of the Congress party lire agreed. 


The April crisis swings on this ques- 


tion: will the Congress party candi- 
diites who were elected actually take 
their seats and take part in the "new 
government"? 


If they do. -they will be given force 


to the Government of India Act of 
193G, which created a new setup, which 
the Congress has already repudiated. 


If they refuse to take their seats, 


thus staging a sort, of "sitdown strike" 
against the new plan, the act pro- 
vides that, first the provincial gov- 
ernors and in. the last resort the Vice- 
roy, shall govern. 


This decision will be made while 


the new Viceroy, sent out from Eng- 
land to launch the new "federation of 
all India," is taking office early in 
April.

been. "& tough task. And the present 
five-year term promises to be the 
toughest since the great mutiny of 
}857. But so far as tradition, training 
and past record can qualify one for ah 
exacting task, Lord Linlithgow would 
appear to qualify. 


He is tall, broad-shouldered, good- 


Iboking. A born aristocrat, he is dem- 
o'c'ratic in manner, with friends in all 
classes, creeds and colors. And he 
knows India as few of her viceroys 
have known it before their entry into 
office. He served four years in the 
British army during the Work! war. 


The war over, he entered politics 


under the wing of Premier Baldwin, 
and produced results in agricultural 
reform and other fields. As chairman 


of a royal cdmmlssion dn agriculture in 
India, he traveled tWfc whole of the 
vast stib-cdhtinent of India, becom- 
ing faihillar with the villages' nnd the 
farm laborer. 


As chairman of another Rovernmonl 


commission he helped frame n report 
on Which the dew Government of In- 
dia Act was bn.sed. 


To Indlnn princes and local imtfi- 


uiflcoes he can trilk as ah oqUnl, for IIP 
is himself n wealthy aristocrat. 


To Indian and English business men 


ho can tnlk their language, for lie has 
been n director of iwmy British busi- 
ness enterprises. 


To the vast hulk of the Indian mil- 


lions, he can not tnlk. but he has stud- 
led their problems thorouuhly, direct- 
ly on the ground In the muivt* villages 
fur (wo years. Lord LlnlKhgnw comes 
as noiir being all things to nil men us 
any viceroy the English could send 
out. 


India's ChnhtpUin 


Looming up opposite him is the now 


Indian leader who has replaced Mn- 
halmn Onndhl as lodestone of ll»> All- 
India Congress. Gandhi, who seemed 
n year ago to have retired from polit- 
ical life, has attended recent Congress 
strategy meetings. But 
he is 67— 


quite old for a Hindu—and Is not ex- 
pected to be the factor he once was. 


Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru is not only 


a Socialist, but is far more uncom- 
promising that Gandhi toward the 
British. Ho believes not only in inde- 
pendence and home rule, the principles 
that bind together many diverse ele- 
ments within the Congress movement, 
bi't in social revolution to boot. 


Thiit may in the long run tend to 


alienate some of the Congress sup- 
porters, who want independence but 
not social revolution. 


Nehru stems from tin old. wealthy 


Gfishmir family. His father was one 
of India's greatest lawyers, and sec- 
ond only to Gandhi in the nationalist 
movement. Jawaharlal was born in 
Allahabad in 1889, and was sent 
t•> 


England for a seven-year schooling, 
by which he qualified at law in the 
Inner Temple. This period gave him 
an understiinning of. but no love for. 
the English. 
Nehru returned to India to become 
secretary to the 
Congress 
under 


Gandhi's presidency. Of the past 12 
years, he has spent seven in prison. 


He has been beaten by police as 


they charged native crowds. He has 
seen his mother beaten, his father 
jailed. The family, once rich, utmost 
impoverished itself by donations to 
the independence movement. His wife 
was imprisoned, and died in Switzer- 
land where she went to regain health. 


Thus, from somewhat similar back- 


grounds of wealth, luxury and posi- 
tion, two men come face to face now 
in India. Hope, the enlightened Brit- 
ish aristocrat, and Nehru, the Social- 
ist convert from a high-placed Kash- 
mir home, personify a conflict that 
may yet ring around the world.

Pruning Aid* Growth of Shrubs 


-' One-half of Mexico's 16,000,000 popu-

Shrubs will live forever if the old 


wood is removed and new growth al- 
lowed to take Its place, bxit this need 
not be a yearly operation. It de- 
pends on the individual plant as to 
when and how 
much of its wood 
should be cut off.

about pruning: 


1. Have a reas-

i. Do not leave a stump of a limb. 


Take it off close to the trunk. 


5. If the stub of the cut-off limb is 


one inch or more in diameter, cover 
he mound with paint not containing 
turpentine. 


6. Use pruning shears all season. 


Cut off seed pods as soon as the flow- 
er faills. Cut out branches of shrubs 
and trees that arc rubbing or growing 
out of bounds, and ckeep plants 
within their areas without making 
them look "balled," or unnatural. 


7. Time to trim is after the plant has 


bloomed. 


When a tree or shrub is received 


from the nursery, eut off all broken 
roots no matter what amount has to be 
sacrificted. A bruised root will it\- 
trodxrce disease. Take off one third

of last year's top growth. Some trees 
ran have the ends of the branches 
cut back, others should not have the 
leader limb cut. Quick growing trcos 
may have all lops cut back. 


Shrubs should have thin branches 


cut out to the base. A third of all 
tops may be cut out, but thinning out 
it better than cuting back ends. Try 
to equalize the amount of top with 
the amount of roots. 


Evergreens need not be trimmed at 


time of transplanting, because they 
ire transplanted with all their roots 
ntact in a ball of earth. 
It is esccntial to direct the growth of 


shade trees. If the tree begins to grow 
lopsided, cut back some of the limbs. 
If the branches are too low to the 
ground, cut them off. Do it any time 
of the year with most trees. Some va- 
rieties arc likely to "bleed" in the 


Bight way (extreme left) and 
three wrong ways to cut branch of 


shrub or tree. 
, 


early spring, so wait until July. 


Wherever one limb grows over an- 


other, so as to rub against it or throw 
out the symmetry of the tree, exit out 
the limb. Cut off all suckers at the 
base or along the trunk. 


Unless some varieties of evergreens 


are pruned, they will become thin and 
"leggy." Their new growth will al- 
ways be nt the ends of the branches 
and the leaves will die close to the 
trunk. 


Take off one-third of the present 


year's growth to keep the plant full of 
leaves. Evergreens grown as hedges 
may be cut just before new growth 
starts, either early in the spring or 
early in the fall. 


Evergreens, such as pines and spruce, 


may be kept within bounds arid bushy 
by pinching off the new leaders in 
May find in September. 


Low growing evergreens, such as 


pfitzers and yews, may be clipped any- 
time during the year. It is better to 
do it early in the season before growth 
begins, to force the new growth from 
tho center of the plant rather than 
from the ends of the- limbs.
